WITHDRAWING. 


RUSSIA ABANDONS 
FORTS IN POLAND. 


T. PETERSBURG, May 4.—The | 
unexpected display of military ac- 
tivity by Austria-Hungary during 
the Balkan crisis and the realization 
of her own weakness since the Russo- 
Japanese War, has led to a far-reach- 
ing readjustment of Russia's military 
policy, which is now engrossing the 
attention of the general staff. 

The position of the Russian troops 
in Poland, which projects nearly 300 
miles west of Russia proper, and is 
surrounded on three sides by Austrian 
and German territory, has been found 
too prechrious under the new condi- 
tions. and it has practically been de- 
cided to abandon the extended lines of 
defense and adopt a new line farther 
to the east with more powerful fort- 
resses at Kovno and Brest Litovsky. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


In case of war, the most westerly 
parts of Poland would be abandoned 
without serious defense and mobiliza- 
tion would be carried on behind the 
new chain of fortresses. The change 
involves the abandonment of many ad- 
vanced fortified positions, which will 
be dismgntied, several of them being 
destroyed. 

The news of the evacuation, which 
is filtering among the troops, started 
a fantastic rumor that Russia was 
about to sell Poland to Germany, and 
several newspapers have taken it up. 

The change will scarcely be agree- 
able to France, since the appearance 
of a powerful army within striking 
distance of Berlin was counted upon 
to relieve the pressure in the direction 
of France in time of war.

FIRE IN PENITENTIARY. 


Building Valued at $30,000 Destroyed 
at Salem, Or—Ceonviets Not 
Endangered. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SALEM (Or.) May i—The foundry, 
molding room and polishing room 
bullding of the Northwest Stove Works, 
at the Oregon State Penitentiary, were 
destroyed by fire tonight, causing dam- 

age to the amount of 330,000. 

The fire originated tn a biast in the 
afternoon and smoldered until late to- 
night. The flames were carried 
through the buildings along greasy 
shaftings and were well under head- 
way when discovered. 

The burned buildings were 100 feet 
from the main structure. 

At the first alarm all of the prison 
guards were placed around the build- 
ing and the trusties were released. As 
the flames advanced it became appar- 
ent that the main structure was not 
in great danger unless explosions oc- 
curred from the gasoline tanks, and 
the prisoners were kept in their cells, 
though under, heavy guard. 

The fire-fighting facilities were to- 
tally inadequate and the only attempt 
made was to prevent flames 

to the great structures, 
where more than 500 convicts were 
confined. 

All of the buildings destroyed were 
remodeled recently and thousands of 
dollars’ worth of expensive machinery 
is ruined.
